Bureau of M ines has appointed licens­ 
ing agents for tIi** issuing of licenses 
iii every ham let, village, town, and city 
iii the l iiited States. In California we 
have over "OO licensors equipi»ed and 
com m issioned to issue licenses.

To obtain a license an applicant m ust 
appear in person before tile licensor:

Conference Result Shows Aus- 
tro-Hungary to Be Con­ 
trolled By Militarists 


BY J. W. T. MASON 
(United Press W ar Expert) 
NEW YORK, May 16.—Internal con­ 
ditions in Austria-Hungary have be­ 
come so critical that the government 
of the Hapsburgs empire has 
been 
compelled to subordinate itself to Ger­ 
man control in what is apparently a 
final effort to prevent the breaking up 
of the dual monarchy. 
The visit of Emperor Karl to the 
kaiser's field headquarters 
and 
an­ 
nouncement that new treaties are be­ 
ing drawui up between Austria-Hun­ 
gary and Germany, mean that Karl 
and the ruling caste 
at 
Vienna are 
abandoning the sovereign 
rights 
of 
their country because they cannot con­ 
trol the domestic situation. 
Hereafter the German government 
will dictate Austro-Hungary’s policy as 
long as the method of suzerain rule 
keeps the Austro-Hungarians from re­ 
volt. 
The food situation in the dual mon­ 
archy, as w ell' as 
the 
attitude of 
Vienna toward the German peace in 
the East, will be under management of 
the Berlin militarists; and for the time 
being, Emperor Karl must be regarded 
as little more than a viceroy. 
This 
sacrifice made by the Hapsburgs, the 
proudest ruling house in Europe, can 
have been accepted only as a last des­ 
perate expedient to save itself per­ 
haps even frqm the fate of the Koman- 
ofls. 
The change of front is all the 
more humiliating to Hapsburg preten­ 
s io n s because Karl 
had 
previously 
tried to make himself independent of 
the kaiser's influence. 
It is improbable that German control 
of Austro-Hungary will be exercised 
so 
as 
to 
compel Austro-Hungarian 
forces to fight along the west front, 
except perhaps as a final gamble with 
fate. 
'I he Germans realize that they 
now control Austro-Hungarian policies 
only because of tile 
dangerous 
fer­ 
ment proceeding among the antagon­ 
istic elements in Karl’s two kingdoms. 
The growing hatred of the Germans is 
one of the most serious problems Ger­ 
many must face in Austro-Hungary. 
Any slaughter of Austro-Hungarian 
troops for German purposes in Picardy 
and Flanders might he the final blow 
needed to cause a revolutionary out­ 
break.

gary, Russia’s example

regnant 
anarchy may he followed by the ilaps- 
burg domains. w.

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VOLUNTEER FARM HANDS 


It's going to be a great year for the volunteer farm 
hand. 
With the greatest acreage in our history planted, 
millions of workers will be neded in addition to the 
legular farm help. 
Machinery will be used on a far 
bigger s c a l e than ever before—in fact, Unproved machin 
cry is (lie solution of the farm labor problem. 
But then- 
is still a vast amount of work calling for human bands. 
All over the country the necessary steps are being 
taken to provide the labor needed. 
The institution of a federal labor agent in Orange 
county is going to be welcomed by the farmers, and the 
naming of Fred Rafferty to tile position in itself assures 
fair "play and a conscientious devotion to the work. 
He 
will take the time and give the energy that is necessary 
to handle the jolt. 
He has the assurance of the United 
States Department of Labor officials that they will co 
operate to the fullest extent in sending to him whatever 
laborers are needed for attending to and harvesting the 
crops of Orange county. 
No fee is to he charged farmers, and no fee is to la1 
taken from laborers who are assigned to positions. 
The 
government has gene about its plans in a practical way. 
One of the advantageous steps taken by it was the pro­ 
vision for free transportation of laborers from one point 
to another. 
During the rush period in Orange county 
‘ when sugar beets are being harvested, when beans are 
being out and threshed and when Oranges are being 
picked and packed, all at one time, there is bound to 
be a shortage of labor in this county, unless the relief 
offered by the Department of Labor is provided. 
The first step that is to be taken in solving the 
problems of the coming six months in this county will 
he for farmers to “tell (heir troubles” to Rafferty that 
he may better act as their go-between in providing them 
with necessary help. 
It is just as important that men and boys available 
for working on the farms keep in touch with Rafferty. 
Even if it is only for two or three days’ work, those two 
or three days’ assistance mav be a godsend to some 
farmer. 
It is up to the volunteer to help.

(From the San Francisco Call) 
The United States will be a great maritime nation 
If capital investm ent can m ake it so. 
More money is 
now going into shipping enterprises than ever in the 
history of this country. 
Last month saw the formation of sixteen new ship 
concerns with an aggregate authorized capitalization of 
$7,895,000. 
The grand total off American capital invested 
iu this industry since the opening of the war in 1914 
now stands at $423,874,000. 
April was an average month, as far cs incorporation 
was concerned. 
The total tor that month was slightly 
lower than that of March, higher than the February 
entry and considerably lower than the $21,274,000 re­ 
corded id .January, 1918. 
, 
One more company was organized during April than 
was the case in March. 
The company average last 
month was $493,437, compared with $593,333 in Al arch. 
Three concerns were organized with an authorized cap­ 
ital of $1,000,000 or more. 
This figure was the same in 
March. 
An interesting feature of the April report was the 
fact that the aggregate authorized capital Invested in the 
.‘hipping industry was almost equally divided between 
builders and operators ol vessels. 
In each division of 
the industry there were the same number of entries dur­ 
ing last month. 
The development over the war period in tile ship­ 
building industry in the United States is shown by the 
following figures, which set forth the authorized capital 
of tho new concerns: 
Five months, 1914, $1,844,000; 
year 1915, $37,662,000; year 1916, $69,466,000;* year 1917, 
$271,503,000, 
Shills of all classes constructed in American yards 
during April totaled approximately 240,000 tons dead­ 
weight, or about 158,000 tons gross, constituting a new 
high record. 
Figures made public by the shipping board 
show that during January last eleven large vessels were 
built of a total of 91,541 deadweight tons; during Feb­ 
ruary. sixteen large vessels were built of a total of 
132.100 deadweight tons, and during March, twenty-one 
vessels were built of a total of 166,700 deadweight tons. 
The figures of capital investment and of tonnage con­ 
struction are gratifying. 
But progress must be made in 
one other direction to insure the maritime power of the 
United States: 
Action must lie taken by the people of the United 
States through congress to place tile operation of Amer­ 
ican ships on an even basis with those of other maritime 
.nations, so as to fairly meet the keen competition of (treat 
Britain, Germany, Holland, Norway and Japan in the 
great struggle for world trade after the war.

lf you find it hard to sav, in one breath. “United 
States Railroad Administrative Consolidated Ticket Of­ 
fice,” just pronounce the initials. 
It's a fearsome com­ 
bination, but it may become familiar in time. 
The full title given above is the official designation 
of the headquarters being opened in various cities to 
transact tile passenger business of Uncle S am s bor 
rowed railroad system. 
The one office w ill replace an> 
w here from two to a couple of dozen different offices, 
according to the number of railroads that have had hide 
pendent headquarters in any particular city. 
In the 
larger cities the consolidation will naturally effect a big 
saving. 
Everywhere it should result iii greater efficiency 
for the railroads and greater convenience for the public 
Such economy of o ffice space, however, really ought 
to bt* accompanied by economy of terminology. 
And the 
public may be trusted to take care of that, in time.

And executing his plans and matching his calm 
courage are the armies of Great Britain, France, Amer­ 
ica. Belgium, Italy and Portugal, united in spirit and 
organization, fighting as one man with a hundred thou­ 
sand guns and many million bayonets. 
Most of Germany's big successes have been due to 
her enemies’ lack of unity. 
Now the Allies have tile 
organization, and the man to handle it. 
Let Hindenburg 
hit where and when he likes—Pooh is ready for him. 


Ab interesting sign of the times is the campaign 
being conducted by an Oregon candidate for the United 
States senate. 
He is said to lie running on a “ war 
garden ticket.” 
T he reader may pause to wonder how there can be 
any political argument about war gardens. 
The answer 
is. there can't. 
That’s the very point. 
The candidate mails war garden primers to the voters 
of the state, with particular attention to the women. 
His 
w orkers hold rallies at which they talk of war gardens 
and distribute bocks. 
His opponents can’t talk back.

(From the New York Journal) 
There are 400,000 described species of insects against 
the single human species. 
The human species has less 
than 2000 million individuals in the whole world; while 
a jingle housefly may iii the course of a summer have 
6000 million descendants, fighting for existence, against 
every kind of competitor, including themselves. 
It is true that the life of the insect is brief, but 
that fact is more than counterbalanced by the effect of 
numbers. A hundred thousand ants, or perhaps only ten 
thousand, could kill a man. 
A swarm of bees, guided 
by a fixed common purpose, could disable and probably 
kill a man or several men. 
Explorers have been routed 
by mosquitoes. 
Great areas of fertile country have been 
rendered uninhabitable by the incessant attacks of blood­ 
sucking insects. 
But the warfare between man and his insert com­ 
petitors is only to a small degree waged at the point of 
tile bayonet; it is generally a struggle for the means of 
subsistence. 
Man has many times been beaten by locusts 
devouring his pastures, meadows and grain. 
Crawlers 
on the ground and buzzers in the air, moths with wings 
like silver down and caterpillars with brilliant regimental 
stripes flutter about tile gardens and orchards and march 
up and down the trees and shrubs, either devouring as 
they go or planting eggs from which future devourers 
will spring. 
I have seen an estimate of the annual damage to 
food crops in the United States, done by insects, amount­ 
ing to one and one-half million dollars, and I do not 
think it exaggerated. 
The insect is a most efficient ally 
of the disease germ. 
It is his poison gas with which 
he undermines the strength of his chief enemy, the only 
one intelligent enough to comprehend him and effectively 
to combat him. 
Fig lit the fly this summer as you have never fought 
him, and begin at once.

Ho was professor at the 1’niversity of 
Leipzig for ten years.

Travel is so congested we spent most 
of our time stopping. 
A% last, when 
night came, we were dumped out at u 
railway junction with the information 
that the train for Paris would be 
ulong the next day. 


Canteen Like New York Hotel. 
“I tell you I wus discouraged. Then 
suddenly across the tracks from our 
station I saw an American Red Cross 
canteen, aud all my troubles were ut 
un end. 
“Ixjts of people must have the same 
idea of these canteens that I used to 
have—just little shacks where you 
were handed out a cup of sloppy cof­ 
fee. 
We are all wrong. 
These Red 
Cross places beat a New York hotel 
for variety of service, even lf they 
don't have the gilt furniture and tip 
tukers. Here is what happened to me: 
“First I had a bath, a real one, with 
plenty of soap and water. 
While I 
was getting cleun my clothes, every 
stitch, were cleaned aad sterilized. 
Then I bud a meal of real American 
cooking, actually sitting down ut a ta­ 
ble to cut It. After that I went Into the 
canteen barber shop aud had a shave 
and haircut. Then, being a gentleman 
of leisure, I strolled into the canteen 
movie theater and saw some good 
American films. However, I soon turn­ 
ed In for the night into a dean, dry 
bed that felt like heaven—or home. 
“And now this morning, after a fine 
breakfast, I urn sitting In the canteen 
writing this letter to you and wulting 
comfortably for my train.
